There 
is no one in Andover who will not ap- 
prove this action, but there is also no 
one who will approve any action which

able or excessive. - We understand that 
the principal obstacle now standing. in 
the way of the acceptance of a new 
ranchise, is the indefiniteness of the 
demands made by the selectni®n. If

estimate of what they wish to have 
done on Elm street, and present it in a 
stated sum as the cost of the Elm 
street franchise. Certainly no one can

Names were a label indicating owner- 
ship, and changed accordingly. This is 
So true that wherever woman’s rights 
were acknowledged—as was. the case 
among many wild tribes—the child re- 
ceived the mother’s name, or the appel- 
lation of her gens, not that of the male 
parent, and, consequently, in war time 
when the two peoples were laying 
waste each other's territory, fathers 
and sons were generally fighting in op- 
posite camps. 

Thus the head of the family has al- 
ways bestowed his name on the mem- 
bers, and the first outward sign of fe- 
male emancipation, when it does come, 


will be the maintenance by young wives 


of their maiden name.
